Duchess Olga Feodorovsa (born Princess 
(Cae of Baden). During his cidood, 
the fay eas ling in the Caucasus whe 
Mikal Niklaesich was serving a viceroy 
‘ofthe regan. The meant that while Georg Mikhaovich was member f the ex 
tended royal Gly he wasa fist cousin of aa Alexander Ihe grew up app 
‘ately 270 kan away from the set of Ruslan power int. Peterburg,

venta, Bushnell lent his manuscripts to Syvester Sage Crosby, who found 
them indispensable in the reparation of hi clase reference The Early Cott of 
‘Avert. On page W of bis magnum opus, Crosby give thanks to twenty-two col 
lectors and dealers, especialy "to Chul 1 Bushell, Es. of New York, so well 
non at an indefiigable student and cllector, ot eal of cos, bt lio oftheir
